Canadian Club Hears Graphic 


Description of 


Prison Life in 


Germany by Major Kirkpatrick 


Toronto Officer Who Was 


Repatriated After Two and 


Half Years Tells of German Kultur and Reveals the 
Inner Spirit of the Hun--Big Attendance at Luncheon. 


Before a large audience at the Can- 
adian club luncheon at the Macdonald, 
Friday, noon, Major Arthur J. HE. 
Kirkpatrick, brother of G. R. F. Kirk- 
patrick, manager of the Imperial 
bank, gave a very interesting address 


p his life while a prisoner of war tn 

ermany. Tae chair «us ocrupied 
by the president of the club, 8. H- 
Smith, and the epeaker held the clos- 
est attention during his address of 
over an hour. 

Major Kirkpatrick enlisted with one 
of the first Canadian contingents at 
Torouto, and went over in the fall of 
1914, In an ergagernent the following 
April, at the second battle of Ypres, 
he was taken prisoner by the Germans, 
and for two years was in one of the 
enemy camps in Saxony. It was In the 
game engagement that Maj. Pete And- 
erton was made captive. 

While Imprisoned Major Kirkpa- 
trick'’s health broke down, and a Swiss 
medical commission which visited the 
camp, recommended him for intern- 
ment in Switzerland. He spent an- 
other year in the latter country, and 
was repatriated a few months ago. His 
visit to the west at the present time 
fe in connection with an Inspection of 
the western agencies of the United 
tates Fidelity & Guarantee company, 
of which he ts the Canadian manager. 

Major Kirkpatrick is a very pleas- 
ing @eyeaker and be brought before his 
hearers @ vivid picture of the German 
nature and his character as he had 
learned to know him. 

The Attack at Ypres. 

With anecdote and sketchy narrative 
the Major traced the adventures of the 
First Canadian division at Salisbury 
Plains, their arrival in France and 
the memorable attack at Ypres on 
April 22-24th , 1918. He portrayed in 
@ graphio wey the German gas attack 
and its effect on the French colonial 
troops. 

“None were braver than they,” was 
the tribute he paid them, “but when 
this new and unknown device of th» 
Germans, the devil in human form in 
clouds of gas, came upon them they 
could do nothing elee but retreat.” 

Memorable Two Days. 

Major Kirkpatrick told of the suc- 
ceeding two days, how his men took 
their place in the line after crossing 
half a mile of land, flat as the prairie 
and expor?d to an intense enemy fire, 
how i: . .uch éepleted force held on 
with the rreatest gallantry and how, 
after th order to retire received about 
2 p.m. on April 24th, they were emoth- 
ered by great masses of the enemy 
coming in on both flanks and from be- 
hind. 

The speaker told of his removal to 
the prison camp in Germany and the 
introduction to German food and he 
added a more personal touch when he 
described the éscape from tho same 
camp of Major Pete Anderson of Fid- 
monton with whom he was closely ns- 
sociated. 

“Pete grew. a long beard,” he sald, 
“and while he had one suit which he 
permeated with odors he had another 
which he kept clean and fresh. The 
latter he wore when he made his es- 
eape and as a result the dogs of the

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Germans were unable to pick up the 
scent.” 

A particularly humorous ineident In 
which Major Anderson was the prin- 
cipal was the letter which he left for 
the German camp commandant invit- 
ing him at somo future time to come 
to Edmonton for the shooting season. 
This the Edmonton man left with en 
unsuspecting orderly to be delivered 
the following morning at roll call. 

Speaking of the food given to the 
prisoners, Major Kirkpatrick said It 
was very bad and had not parcels 
come from home many of those held 
by the enemy would have fared very 
badly. 


In answer to the off asked question 
regarding the brutalit:: of the enemy, 
@ number of instances were narrated 
from personal know!sdee where 
wounded men had been again shot or 
more frightfully wounded on the bat- 
tlefield by German soldie¢rs. These 
atrocities were convincing, said the 
speaker, in establishing that the Ger- 
mans had become a nation of brutes 
and “frightfulness’ was their out- 
standing characteristic. 

Dealing with present conditions at 
the front, Major Kirkpatrick said he 
was glad that the situation had great- 
ly improved since a few weeks ago 
when he was speaking in Toronto. 

“The British line may have been 
bent but it did not break,” he said and 
he added amid great applause ‘And it 
shall never break.” 

“Now the German has thrown aside 
the camouflage of kultur and he is 
showing true to type. He is seeing red 
and he {fs hitting wildly about in the 
hope that he may somewhere secure 
an advantago.” 


A warm tribute was paid to the 
American troops who were described 
as akin to the Canadians, men who 
could not always be ruled by the iron 
hand of atern discipline but who could 
be won by kindness and consideration 
of their needs. 

In his closing remarks the speaker 
touched on the more spiritual side of 
the war. Some people at home were 
questioning their faith in the Chris- 
tion religion but his own belief was 
that all would come out right in God's 
own time. 

In the past thirty years, he said, 
many had got away from their early 
religious training in the rush of bust- 
ness and had neglected the teachings 
of the Christian religion, 

“May it not be,” he concluded, that 
God ie waiting for us to clean up our 
own house, and then He will give us a 
great and a lasting victory.” 

The speaker was given a great ova- 
tion and the appreciation of the mem- 
bers was voiced by the president, who 
said the close attention and the hearty 
applause was an indication of the treat 
they had received in the address,

‘stopped. Candy is purely a lux- 
ury; sugar on the table is not al- 
together a luxury.

Stopping the manu- 
facture of candy would, of course, 
involve compensation. But if the 
scarcity demands economy that is | 
the place to begin. 


Comparative Figures,

820,000 have been sent oversea. |

has enlisted ; yet Canada has never 
had more than four divisions in 
France, and it was even declared 
that the feurth division would 
have to be broken np unless the 
Military Service Act was adopted.

The agricultural wealth of the surface is equalled by the mineral 


Alberta contains by far a greater area and tonnage of Coal than any other Province of 


Under any circumstances and in any part of 


the world such deposits of Coal would be recognized as having immense value ; but under the conditions of 


climate, situation and production that prevail in Alberta and in the adjoining portions of Canada and the 


United States these are especially valuable. 


The prairie region of the Canadian West is the wheat gran- 
ary of the world; as it is, and still more, as it is to be. The winter 
climate is severe and the winter long. The elevation above the 
sea varies generally from one to three thousand feet. for a 
thousand miles to the east and south the country is treeless. 
there must be abundant fuel in winter or the population cannot 
live. Alberta coal fields have ample stores to supply the needs ot 
the western prairies now, and for all time, no matter how great 
the future population may be. They are the natural source of 
fuel supply for the provinces of Saskatchewan, Manitoba and 
Northern British Columbia, and as well for the states of Montana 
and Idaho. Wheat production means population and the presence 
of population means that there must be large domestic fuel supply. 
As the population of Alberta itself and of these adjacent regions 
increases the demand for Alberta coal must also increase. The 
coal of Alberta is of varying qualities, ranging from the domestic 
coal of the prairies to the coking and gas producing bituminous 
coal of the mountains; so that every fuel requirement is met 
within the province. Only one anthracite area in Alberta is pro- 
ductive at present, but at Grande Cache, 80 miles northwest of 
Entrance, on the C.N.R. west of Edmonton, and in the Pine and 
Peace Passes, still further northwest, there are enormous and 
easily worked deposits of excellent anthracite. 

Considered merely as a weaith producing industry, the 
development of coal mining is of vast importance to the province 
at large, and especially to those portions of the province more 
closely adjacent to the coal areas. In coal mining the cost of labor 
is in larger proportion to the total capital investment than in 
almost any other industry, and the average wages of coal miners 
are higher than in any other. Vhis means that as coal mining 
develops there is a wide and general distribution of the returns 
received from the sale of coal produced that is felt beneficially in 
every other line of industry or trade. If the thousands of men 
now employed in coal mining were engaged in some form of 
manufacturing industry, the province and the country would be 
expected to stand behind that industry at all costs, and the pro- 
gress of the province would be believed to rest largely on_ its 
success. There is far more reason to look for the general progress 
of the province in the development of coal mining than in the 
development of any other industry, because of the absolutely 
unlimited supply, the necessarily growing demand, and the high 
wages commanded by those engaged in it. The people of Alberta 
at large have a common interest in the widening of the market 
and the increase of production of Alberta coal. 

The domestic coals of the prairies and the bituminous and 
anthracite coals of the mountains are identical in the original 
elements contained. They were all formed by one set of condi- 
tions. There is no difference in composition that warrants the 
placing of the domestic coal in an inferior class. The elements 
of combustion are present in the domestic coals of the prairies 
as well as in the steam coals of the mountains. The difference 
between them is because of the greater pressure that the moun- 
tain seams have been subjected to by reason of the upheaval 
that formed the mountains. The greater pressure decreased the 
moisture contents and produced changes in the texture of the 
coal that constitute the only differences between the domestic 
and steam coals. The prairie coals are true coals, as well as those 
of the mountains, and by season of their difference in texture 
have advantages for domesic ve. ihat the mountain coals do 
not possess. Although Alberta bituminous coal has always been 
available for domestic use. in practice it has never been so used, 
the prairie coal being universally preferred for domestic pur- 
poses, as the mountain coal is, of course, preferred for railway 
steam purposes. i 

_ It seems inconceivable that with the common interest that 
exists in the development of western industry, and with unlimited 
coal available in Alberta, both Manitoba and Alberta are in 


danger of dire shortage of fuel next winter. The dollar spent for 
Pennsylvania coal is a dollar lost to the business of Canada. A 
dollar spent for Alberta coal is a dollar put in circulation in 
Canada—first in Alberta, then in Winnipeg, then in the commer- 
cial, industrial and financial centres of Eastern Canada: The 
Government is taking the most drastic measures to secure a 
favorable trade balance and to stabilize exchange at a favorable 
rate with the United States. When it is necessary to stop the 
importation of so many luxuries and even necessities to meet 
these requirements, it is surely good business to develop Alberta 


coal mines instead of those of Pennsylvania by ordering Alberta 


coal in good time. 

The season is already on the turn. No other source of 
supply is in sight; no other supply for the prairie west will he 
possible. When winter comes, if there is a shortage—as there 
must be if Manitoba refuses to order in good time—th* »tput 
of the Aiberta mines will be pooled by the fuel corir)... and 
distributed as he thinks fit. In such case the Alver!. consumer 
will have no preference over the Manitoba ce -uuer and he will 
suffer for the perversity of the people of “.anitoba, misled to 
their own and our undoing, by the Pennsyivania coal interests 
working through the Winnipeg press. How persistent and how 
well supported these interests are an Ottawa dispatch of June 
25th sets forth as follows: 

A Manitoba delegation headed by Mayor Davidson of Winnipeg and 

Mr. T, A. Hunt, a city solicitor, had a long conference, this morning with 
Mr. Magrath, Hon. T. W. Crothers, and Hon, T, A. Crerar. They want to be 
allowed to use anthracite coal, They claim that the Alberta mines are 
unable to supply their needs. Despite the appeals of the fuel controller 
and railways, they have refused to place orders on any extensive scale. 
The fuel controller is anxious to meet their wishes as far as possible and 
Washington shows a generous spirit. However, in view of the fact that 
the Western States are having their allotment reduced at least 50 per cent., 
it is impossible to meet the request. 

In addition, even if the allotment is granted, it is only a gamble 
whether the coal ean be delivered. Between the United States and Alberta 
Manitoba is in a fair way to being without any coal this winter. 

The situation was grave enough from uncontrollable causes, 
but its gravity is being accentuated from day to day by the per 
sistent perversity of the financial kings, captains of industry 
and leaders of alleged thought of the city of Winnipeg. Whi 
the show-down comes and the gross output of the mines has 1 
be divided at whatever price the necessities of winter and tl 
scarcity of labor compels, the Alberta consumer (who can todi 
get all the coal he is willing to order and able to pay for), will 
only have himself to blame if he is caught in the general winter 
shortage. The production of coal depends on the expert miner, 
Because the work of coal mining is extra hazardous as well as 
very laborious, the wage rate is necessarily high. Expert know- 
ledge and skill are required in large measure. As a consequence, 
at a time of labor scarcity such as the present, there is a necessary 
tendency to increase of wages, which must be reflected in the 
price of coal. Conditions cannot get better; they can get a great 
deal worse. Coal orders given now serve a double purpose: they 
insure the comfort and safety of the consumer who orders, to- 
gether with that of his family and his interests, and they help 
to relieve the general situation that is staring the prairie west 
in the face for next winter, in the only way in which the individual 
citizen can help to relieve it. 

At present the shipping mines in the immediate vicinity 
of Edmonton are producing about 1,700 tons of coal a day. The 
capacity of the same mines is 4,200 tons a day. Twenty-five 
hundred tons less per day are being taken out in this section of 
the Alberta coal field alone than could be produced. And every 
ton that could be produced will be needed before next spring.
